Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
12/15/08 has been entered. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as follow: the reference numbers should be placed 
outside of each drawing box and "lead lines" should be used between "the reference 
numbers" and the drawing box referred to. In addition, fig. 5, box 524, "combine" is 
mistyped as "combne". Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If 
a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the 
replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered 
and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures.

Specification 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: page 1 first 
full paragraph, line 3, "is a continuation "should be replaced by "claims priority". Page 
14, line 3, recites "step 528 the recovery matrix multiplies the received 
excised/combined symbol sequence to create an output symbol sequence". This is not 
consistent with drawing fig. 5 step 528 that recites "multiply the frequency domain 
symbol sequence by recovery matrix". Please correct. Note that the claims may need to 
be amended as well for consistent, where such limitation occurs (in the claims). Page 
14, line 9, "Fig5" should be replaced by "Fig. 5". 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

5. Claims 9-12 are objected to because of the following informalities: claim 9, line 2 
after "system" ", comprising" should be inserted; line 3 should be deleted; line 19, 
"inverse" should be inserted before "recovery" for consistency. ClaimlO, line 2 after 
"system" ", comprising" should be inserted; line 3 should be deleted; line 11, 
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"modulation" sliould be replaced by "modulating" for consistency. Claim 10 should 
terminate by a period as oppose to a semi-colon . 

Claim 1 1 , the dependency should be changed from "2" to "10". Similar comment applies 
to claim 12. 

In addition, the claims should use proper line indentation as required by MPEP 37 CFR 
1 .75(1), reproduced as follow for ease of convenience: 

(i) Where a claim sets forlh a plurality of elements or steps, each element or step of 
the claim should be separated by a line indentation 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 9-1 2 would be allowable if amended to overcome the objection set forth 
above. 

7. This application is in condition for allowance except for the formal matters noted 
above.
